I HASLET) OTer tlie Curatorsliip of the Museum on 2lat 
June 1920, before proceedias g leave, 

I Am pleased to see an advance made in the arrange¬ 
ment of the Tibetan gallery and the purchase of some 
interesting new statuettes in this section. 

The applied Art Section has also had some iutoresting 
additions made in carpets and embroidery and a better 
arrangement of tbe exhibits allows all the carpets to be 
exhibfted in adjacent cases. 

The treatment of all fabrics and the eases containing 
them with hydrooyanic gas was recommended hy the 
Pireotor-General of Archmology. Every case was sealed 
up air tight after removing all exhibits and the gas generat¬ 
ed in each case separately as it was impossible to close the 
gallery ia which the fab'rics are exhibited. The fabrics 
were opened out in selected cases of largo sisse and. disin¬ 
fected in batches by renewing the gas generation each time. 
Every precaution was taten to avoid accidents during the 
operation and I have to thank 5lr. Sana Ullah for the 
success of the process without accident of any kind. 

The cases themselves were carefully repaired as far as 
possible to remove defects of fitting, but they will remain 
unsatisfactory and unsuitable receptacles for valuable 
exhibits. 

While in England I arranged for the reproduction of 
23 plates in colour and eolotype for the catalogue of paint¬ 
ings now in the press. The Oxford University Press have 
submitted proofs of their high class reproductions so that 
I hope very shortly to have another Sectional catalogue to 
place before the student and lover of Indian painting. 

As I have already mentioned in previous reports I 
consider a Museum founded for the henefit of the arts and. 
crafts of the province ia doing only imt of its duty in 
exhibiting tlie old arts and crafts which iu many cases, 
however interesting to the student and connoisseur, may 
be, by reason of changed tastes and renuiroments, of little 
parctical help to the craftsman. Emlbg this much-needed 
help and enoouragement of his indigenous crafts, the work¬ 
man, to maintain himself was forced to take to the only 
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work afailablo wliioh is copying of indifTerent ciamplea of 
wostern crafts. I therefore made proposal to GoveraDiont 
that we should establish a penmnent gallery for the exhi¬ 
bition of the best indigenous arts and crafts' as at present 
praotisedj and with iho help of the School of Arts, giTing 
new inspiration through the use of good desigos and iviethod 
of application of traditional Indian Art, show the craftsman 
how he can revire interest in and demand for Indian craft 
work. The gallery would also form a central provitibial 
dep6t and agency for ready communication between the 
buyer and seller. 

I am glad to report that the scheme recoirod official 
sanction before I proceeded on leave. Show cases for tlio 
fitting of tho ^llery were designed and a start has been 
made in obtaining tho best examples of provincial work 
under ^Ir. Gupta’s Curatorship. 

This department of tho Museum will form the bead 
office from which e.xTiibit9 for tho annual British Industries 
Fair in London will be despatched. 

Wo have hold our first Exhibition at tho London Tair 
in February last and were able th show gond ramUs in sales 
and orders^ X shall not have occasion to refer to tiiis 
department of the Kusciim in future reports as it vrili be 
Tun as a separate section with its,own office and org.mUa- 
tion.

'While admitting this as an indication of 
the increased popularity of the Museum, it miy be mention¬ 
ed inoidentally that the educational and cultural value of the 
institution is not yet appreciated by the public to the extent 
as it ought to bo. The different collections afford oppor¬ 
tunities of close study and research in Yarious departments 
of artsj manufactures, history and arclueology and it is 
highly desirable that these facilities should be utilized for 
the adrancement of knoirlcdge as much as possible.

Of the several accessions made in this section a Kepalesa 
copper gilt pedastal (093) and the 
work, . Buddba, Sanivaia with Sakti, 

ManjuBri and Cbintamaiii aro o£ special interest. The 
pedestal and the seated Buddha arc valuable cinmples 
of the finest type of Kepalesa repouMC work. The cast 
brass figure of Samvara with Sakti is a welcome addition 
to the collection of Nepalese Buddhist statuettes in the 
Museum. Tho loft Yutn attitude of the figures may appear 
vulgar and objeofiouable to the lay* public, but it^ should 
be tolerated for the sake of art as it furnishes an interest¬ 
ing specimen for study both to a lover of art and 
to a student of Buddhist iconography. Another notable 
addition to the series of gods of ]liahay.^na Pantheon is the 
large image of Jlanjusrl—the god of TVanscendont Wisdom. 
The image of Chintamani, (Plato No. 1) though not very 
old, has beautiful qualities of modelling which appeal to all 
lovera of art,

The path is beget ,with 
serpents but the Nayika Tcmitina unconcerned and proceeds 
to the frysting place. {Fconeh; early IflLh century). 
The other picture (Plato No. 3) illustrates the story of the 
salfatlon of Indradyumna, King Indradyumna was- a 
devout follower of Yisbnu. Ho incurred tlio displeasuro 
of the sago Agastaya and by lib curse was born as an ele¬ 
phant. (!)nco the elephant -erent to bathe in a lake in the 
Chitrakuta mountain and was seized by a mighty crocodile, 
which began to drag him into the water- The elephant 
co-uld not esenpe and finding that be was doomed to death 
Ii0 prayed to Vishnu to save him ; thereupon Vbhnu came 
and sle-w the crocodile with hb cha£ra, and saved bb 
dcTotee who from that day resumed hb origmsl form. la 
this picture the crocodile b represented more or leas like 
a serptmt with a grotesque head. (Kangra ; early 10th 
century}. 

A set of thirty-four metal seals hare been lent by the 
um nr^ietiM.

It u 
too early to Bay whether tlio new roof will permaaenlly 
stop the leakage. It is much to be regretted that nn 
unfortunate accident Ocourred while the old roof waa being 
dismantled reaultbg in the fall of four workmen. All osaist- 
ance was rendered to them at the time and they were 
removed, to the hospital within a few minutes of the accident. 
The condition of these men was very precarious when they 
wore sent to hospital.

Photographs of erhibita in the Mateum were supplied 
to public oa payment and the sale^roceeda amounting to 
Rs. were credited to Government. 

One hundred and eighty-two copica of Sir. liar ^eaves' 
Buddha Story in 5tone were sold and thirteen iisued gratis. 
Rg, 91-11-0 on account of aalo-prooeeds of the guides were 
credited to Government, 

Six copies of Mr. Rodger's coin catalogue were sold 
during the year and a sum of Rs. 10-11-0 was credited to 
Qovemment. 

Finance. 

The expenditure was kept within the limit of the 
■auctioned grant, including the extra grant of Bs. 370 
for liveries, etc,* out of which onljr Rb, 2-2-3 were allowed 
to lapse to Government. A detailed statement of the 
aooounti ae checked by tho Senior Auditor, Local Fund 
Accounts, is shown in Appendix "Q". A special mnt of 
Es, 1,600 waa received in March for the purchaae of 
Nepalese gilt brass statuary whicli I liad the opportunity 
of selecting while on a visit to Calcutta on duty in January, 

As the catalogue of paintings in the Museum could not 
be printed within the year under report the special grant eJE 
Ea, 4.600 sanctioned by QoremiDent for the publication of 
the catalogue was surrendered and an application has been 
made to place the same amount at the disposal of the 
Curator in the current year. The catalogue will have 
soventeen monoehrome and aix coloured reproducticna. Tbo 
proofs of the former have alioady been received and it is 
expected that the catalogue will be out in tho coming 
autumn.'

I hare also attached a brief report of the course 
of iecturee given in the Lecture UaU of the Victoria .Tubileo 
Institute, Punjab. 

The Work done in the Museum and the Staff. 

The eervices of Hr. Sana Ullab, Archaeological Chemist 
in India, were very kindly placed at the disposal of the 
Museum for May and Juno hf Sir John Marshall m order to 
disinfect the exhibits with hydrocyanic gas with a view to 
nrescrre them by destroying the insects which had into 
the textiles. The total number of textiles treated by ^Ir. 
Sana Ullah was 015. it is too early to judge whether the 
effect of thia treatment would last a considemble length of 
time. 

Advantage was taken of the closing of the textile and 
western galleries to give addiUioual attention to arranging, 
labelling and otherwise putting in shape the textile, mu?i<5al 
instruments and armoury sections. Among the important 
changes made in the arrangement of exhibits aro the 
removal of the ancient arms from the eastern to the westerij 
gallery and the placing of the musical instruinents in tho 
ease formerly occupied by the old arms. 

The work of renewing labels has not yet been com¬ 
pleted but considerable progress has been made in this 
direction. 

The work of the Museum staff during my tenure of 
servica was satisfactory. It gives me pleasure to note that 
the Darogha is very energetic and gets the omco work done 
by hifl assistants very promptly. 

Needs of the Museum. 

The most pressing need of the Museum is a substantial 
increase of funds for the improvement and expansion of tho 
various collectiona. The present allotment is absolutely 
inadequate for the purpose. It is just enough to preserve 
the existing exhibits and make additiona here aud thero, but 
this procedure would perhaps never yield very satisfactory 
results. There is no doubt that tho collections taken as a 
whole are to-day in a bettor condition than they were in the 
past. But the ideal is still far distant. This ideal can 
never be achieved without adequate funds and proper atten¬ 
tion, It is important that increased funda should be avail¬ 
able without any loss of time so that opportunities of 
development may not be permanently lost, I may veqjurc 
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to point out that'in tlie near future it may not he possible 
to make additions to certain sections, for instanoe, painting, 
old metal -work, art textile, etc., for want of good ipecimens 
most of wbich are now being carried away outaide India for 
other Museums. 

Tho room containing Tibetan brass work is not eufS^ 
ciently lighted. I think a large window on the south wall 
fitted with plate glasBes would admit more light and show 
the exhibits better. 

Since a very long time it has heon the practice in 
the Museum that the Head T’arraah has the charge of the 
keys of all the show casea containing exhibite* I do not 
consider this arrangement desirable. It is too heavy a 
responsibility for a chapraii. The Darogha ia responsible 
for the safety of the exhibits. During office houre the 
Darogha or one of the clerks can be present at the iime 
when show cases are opened and he can bo roasouahly 
expected to be roapousiblc for the contents o^f the easoB, 
but during the rainy season the Head Fairasli has to open 
the Museum and even show cases at nigbtin order to remove 
exhibits from getting damaged through leakage of roofs. 
AU this is done during the absence of the Darogha. I do 
not suggest that the present Farrash is not trustworthy. 
He is a very old servant and thoroughly honest; but 1 do 
not consider the arrangement safe and ^und. It is not 
fair that the Tesponsibility should be difid^ between tbo 
Darogha aiul tho Head Farrash liko this. Dither the 
Darogha should retain all the keys with him at all hours 
of tho day and night and should ha present at the time 
whenever show cases aw opened or he should not be beld 
responsible for every thing in the Museum. The best 
solution of this difficulty would perhaps bo to provide the 
Darogha with i^uarters near the Museum in order to cnablo 
him to come to open cases when necessary. 

Besides tho collection of coins catalogued by Mr. White* 
head there are numerous coins in the Museum safe. It 
is desirable that in order to avoid th« acquisition of 
unnecessary and duplicate coins thcro should be a regular 
list of these ooina and that they should be arranged in 
groups for ready reference both for this office aa well at 
for the use of the Direotor'General of Archoeolo^ in India 
and other Enmismatiste, particularly for the distributien 
of Treasure Trove dbins. The Darogha who has done aomo 
nurBiamatio work before may be entrusted with this work, 
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The library alao requires considerable expansion^ It 
should embrace a wider range of subjects relating to Ilia 
oontents of tbe Museum to that it may be made of 
as a reference library for research purposes. To facilitate 
this a specml and separate fund for purchasing books should 
be sanctioned. 

The Museum has materials of ooneiderable value and 
unusual interest and their usefnlness would be greatly in¬ 
creased by further systeoiatio development.

The Comiuvttee'ls vevj grateful to the ladies and gentle men 
who £0 kindly consented to deliver those lectures. Lantern 
slides were loaned to lecturers throughout the Punjab and

Thanks are due to PanHfc Havoli Ram of Phaloki vil¬ 
lage in Gujranwila District, for pregentation of a manu¬ 
script in Sanskrit " Mahman Stotra with two illustrationa, 
and also to Hakim Muhamiuad Ismail Nah of Baghbanpara 
who presented an old Persiau letter of ith March 1900 
beariog a square signet which reads U'il 

in Gurraukhi and Urdu. 


Among the articles purchased for this section, two 
pieces of Nepalese JeweHerj', a jewelled vase with stopper 
showing a very tiny Dliyaui Buddha (plate 1) and a gilt ’ 
brass ligure of Manjiuri the pedestal of which is inscribed 
(plate 11) are very interodtiiig. Moutioa may also be made 
of two Tibetan bimuers repi’csenting Shyama-Tara apd 
Maujusri ? and^a Xepaleso jewelled Dharuinyantra (plate III), 
The Nepalese jewellery inlaid with preoious stones is curi¬ 
ously rich and harbaric in colour and design. It is mas¬ 
sively mounted in silvergilt and forma n closely inlaid 
mosaic of fine colours, the stones, turquoise, coral and ivory 
etc,, being laid in lac. 

9-Before proceeding to England in October 1920 Mr. 

E. B. Whitehead, IC.S., visited Balia- 
walpup and made a selection of 31 gold 
and 232 silver coins of Durrani Kin,g8 for fho Lahore Muse- 
uju- The Punjab Government having sanclioned a special 
grant of Us.

Unfortunately owing to some 
delay jn obtaining sanction for the allotment of funds 
Its. 205 had to bo paid in excess of the original cost decided 
upon by ilr. Whitehead, aa the value of the gold mohr 
was raised by Hio Baliawatpur Durbar. 

fCiucteen silver and six gold ^Ins were received as 
presentation from various local (S)ve?mnent 3 and two 
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Durrani coins were presented by Mr. E. A. Joseph, l.GtS*) 
to whom thanks of tlie Museum are due. A oociplete des¬ 
criptive list of coins is given in Appendix C. 

A note I>y Mr. H. Kelson Wright, I.C.S., on the work¬ 
ing of the Treasure Trove Act as regards the acquisition 
of old coins m the Punjab during the year 1921-22 is here¬ 
with appended (Appemlix D)* 

The Museum is much indebted to His Excellency Sir 
Edward Maclagon who kindly presented a photograph of 
an address in Urdu presented to Mr. J. Coldstream by the 
Delhi Society. The address is dated 21st March I860 and 
la very possibly written by Gbalih, the well known poet of 
that period. 

10. To the carpet section an excellent specimen of Bokhara 
rug was added. 'Dho acquiaition in tlie 
Xri* and muniaettmi. gpiP,jQi,iefy g(jction iiicludo 0 Kashmir 

Soani, embroidered with silk on cotton, and one piece of pur¬ 
ple embroidered satin for leAnya, probably Kuch work. 
Other additions in the Art-textile Section were four pieces 
of gold cloth, Rajputana or South India wort. 

The Principal, Mayo School of Arts, presented to the 
Museum a valuable carved jade stone box mounted in silver 
measuring (10|'’X5U X2i'') and a Quran stand in jade 
carved and mounted in gilt metal. Those articles had long 
been the property of the Sobool of Arts and remained un¬ 
seen and almost lost sight of. These addibians along with 
two jade cups and a handle of a dagger purchased from 
the funds liave made the jade oolloctlQii much 

more interesting. 

ll-Seven old Indian and Persian pictures and two modern 
Indian pictures by artists of the new 
taibtiiis*.

The MuHonm shares wJth the Zoological Gardeae tho 
premier place in the affection a of Lahore nightseets and 
the tLumher of visitars to it during the ;ear was again orer 
half a tnilHom The Zenana daja were crowded as n^ual. 
The exp<'Timo£tt of charging a four acnas entrance fee from 
non-St ndent visitors on the weekly students’ day which was 
tried in the latter half of the year produced the satisfactory 
sum of Hs. 831-4-0 and no inooarenienOe is reported to 
have been caiiced to the students. 

S. A memorable event was the inaugural exhibition 
of the Punjab Pine Art Society, held in the large empty 
gallery for a fortnight in February last. Some two or three 
thousand persons paid for admission. Sales were good and 
the flr4 venture of the Society was an encouraging success 
on which Mr. Heath and Mr, Gupta are to be congratulated. 
The standard of artistic merit was high and the exhibits of 
Indian Artists were promiaont both in quantity and in 
' quality. 

3. It was unfortunate that the doancial position again 
reetricted expenditure on the purchaFo and preservation of 
exhibits, and that not more than Rs. 2,881 was available 
for this purpose. This sum was, however, utilized to the 
beet advantage by Mr. Heaih and some iuterestiug Tibotan 
eurioaities and old iDdian and Persian pictures were 
procured, together witlt three silver Kashmir necklaces and 
representative specimens of Bur mean lacquer and basket 
work, A specially valuable acquisition wus a oolleotion of 
notes and memoranda left with his widow by the famous 
Punjab numismatist, Mr. Rodgers, whose fine colleotioa of 
coins already adorns tlic IiiluBeum. The list of private dona¬ 
tions includes a brick from Iraq inscribed with Assyrian 
eharaoters dating from 225lf> B. C., which was presented by 
Mr. A. K. Muirbead of the North-Western Railway. Other 
donors were His Rxcelletioy Sir Edward Maclagan, His 
Highness the Maharaja of Kapurthala, Messrs. X4ndley 
and Budd and the Punjab (iovernmebt. Two large elephant 
tuska from East Africa were loaned by Mr, McMurray, Suprr- 
intendeQtgf the office of the Director of Public Inatiguction,

4. Mt. HargfeftTefi* book ^'Tbe Buddha atoi^ in stone ’* 
eoatiooea to command a steady sale and the Urdu trans^ 
lation has now been published. The OoTernment ^ave a 
special grant of Hi. 41S for the work and also a final grant 
of Ha. 1,3U0 for the completion of Gupta's “ Catalogue' 
of Paintings in the Lahore Museum,” which is now aTuilable 
for sale. Mr. Mushtaq Ahmnd, Superintendent in the 
Accountant-Generare oMce, finished his list of the Tytler 
collection of bird skins and well earned the honorarium of Rs. 
160 sanctioned for him. Farticular attention was paid 
during the year to the vernacular labetliDg, w hich is much 
appreciated by the Indian Publio and good process was 
made. A catalogue of hooks is also m hand and m every 
way the improTement of the internal arrangements of the 
Museum was sedulously foitered. 

5. ^0 less energy was displayed in the edocrtional 
aotivities of the aiusenm. An excellent programme of 
11 lectures was succesafally carried through during January* 
February and March, and the thanks of (j-oTeroment arn due^ 
to the lecturers named in the Report and also to-Mis^ .M, 
Bose and Mrs. Naiim-ud-Bin for their Pardah ketures. 
The attendance was considemhty larger than that of the 
nrevious year, and it is hoped that wider advertisement will 
lead to even greater popularity. A special lecture presided 
over by His Excellency tha Governor was given by Lieut- 
enant«€otonel B. G. Battya on Hydro-Electric development 
in the Punjab and was well attended and much appreciated. 
The lantern slides for edueatknal subjects prepr red in the 
Mnseum were ax usual much sought after by lecturers all 
over the Province, 

6. The Report is as usual interesting and is ioiproved 
by the curtailment of the appendices. The Mnseum has 
had a succea5ful year. The Curator's acknowledgments of 
the assistance rendered by Kfaem Ghand Datta* the Darogha, 
and the rest of the staff are noted ; hut the Punjab Govern-^ 
ment (Ministry of Agricuiture) is specially indebted to 
Mr. Heath, whose indufatigable enthueiasin and high artis¬

1. The total number ol Tisitora to tbo Museum during 
tbe year was 508,730. 0?bis is a de¬ 
crease of 91,817 on the number of the 
previous year. The figures for tha last five years are as fol-

The iluseum remained closed to the public for 13 days 
(15th of every month for cleaning purposes and 26th of De¬ 
cember on account of Cbristmaa day). The average daily 
attendance was 1 i44d. The highest attendance was on the 
29th May 1923 when 3,627 persons visited the Museum. 

% In addition to the usual Zenana day, which is ob‘ 
served on first Monday of every month, 
d»y. February 1923 was advertised 

and observed as an extra Zenana day in order to euable the 
Purdah Na^hin ladies to visit the Exhibition of the Punjab 
Fine Art Society held in the empty gallery of the Museum 
from 13th February to 24th February 1923. The number 
oE visitora who took advantage of the Zenana days was 6,916 
as compared with 6,303 of the previous year.

turers who so kindly oo-operated in tlic furtherance of this 

educational work. My special thanks are due to Miss M. 
Bose and Mrs. Najim-ud-Dm, for pardah lectures both of 
which were well attended. 

As proposed in the last year’s report the largo ETall of 
the Mnyo School oE Arts was fitted with oecesaary lights for 
deliveiing these lectures until such time as a permaneut Hall 
is arranged tor this purpose. 

The Lecture Hall was utiliaed by the Piuancial Com¬ 
missioner^ Development, Punjab, for Lt.-Ool, B, C, Battye’s 
lecture on the '* Present Situation regarding the Hydro- 
Electric Development in the Punjab.” The lecture which 
was delivered on the 15th March W23, under the Chairman¬ 
ship of Hifi Excellency the GoTorncr of the Punjab, was 
well attended and much appreciated. 

Lantern slides on many now eduoatioi al subjects were 
made during the year and loaned to lecturers throughout this 
and the North-West Prontier Province. The number of sets 
oFsUdeaTeat out during the year was 125 sets and the borrow¬ 
ers 47. I he 1 atiterns were also loaned on various occasions 
for edocatioiial purposes, 

AU the expenses in connection with these lectures and 
slides were defrayed from the grant of Rs. l,C0f placed at my 
disposal by the Director of Public lostruction For the detail 
of expenditure and receipt Appendix " A ” may be perused* 

5, 1 am pleased to report that this year, in addition to 

the Mayo School of Arts, other ooUeges 
ShidtnLi' i*y- {ichoola also sent their students 

under cliargc of tliosr teachers to study the collections. 

In order to save some trouble in dealing witli the general 
public who sought admission on this day, Goveinment propos¬ 
ed an entrance foe of t annas for the non-stud‘Jnt public, as an 
expcTiment for one year: this has worked well. Three 
tiiuuBand three hundred and twenty-live persons in all visited 
the Museum during the 20 Wednesdays remaining after the 
itiLradftoiiou of this charge up to aist Miircli 1923, thus 
l^ing on average of ICO persons on each day. 


The Emptjr Gallery wati loaned for a fortmglit to the 
iri«* A-* K uv.- Punjali Fine Art Societv for its inau<ju- 
ral Exhibition. The Society iras founded 
to encourage the fine arts in the province aticl liaa rccelred 
the countenance of tho Punjab Government. TUo pictures, 
dceigna and architectural drawings attracted a good deal of 
attention and two or throe thousand visitors paid aduiission. 
A large percentage of the artists aud the worl^ sent in were 
Indian. The sales were good and the provincial artists 
received a very stimulating incentive to further study and 
effort,

8. The Museum has been fortunate in the year under 

Aniiquitiw. acqiimng b^ gift and purchase a num¬ 

ber of intcrestiog objects of antiquities. 

The most imprtant addition made to this section is a 
brick insoribed in Assyrian characters. This along with 
terra-cotta figurinea and pottery objects was kindly presented 
by Mr. A.H 31uirhi:.id, CoDtrolIer of Stores, North-Western 
Kail way, who brought them from Ur, Iraq. Tho inscrip¬ 
tion on the brick, a translation of which was arranged 
through the good officca of Sir Wallis Budge, Keeper of 
K^ptian and Assyrian Antiquities in the Brilisli Museum, 
IS dated K. C, 2Z2u and reads " Bur-Sin, whose name was 
called by Enlil m Nippur, he who uplifts the bead of J-nlil’a 
temple, the mighty king, k -gof Ur. king of the loot regi¬ 
ons, for Ed ki his beloved king has built his beloved Deep” 
Mr. Godd, the tracslator, observes tbit the reference is t« the 
king s restoration of a great vessel or iaver or the placo of a 
Bpring, sacred to tho god Inki or Ea. the gotl of the waters 
under the earth. 

The collection of Lamaistic curiosities in the Museum 
has been enriched by putchasiii- a number of Tibetan articles 
detailed in the Appendix ” B.*^ The most interesting is a 
round box Of brass and gilt copper showing dtagons all jfound. 
Ihe lid 19 carved with a fine and interesting figure of Durg4. 


9. Mr. Rotlgers who lied in 1897 and whose collection 
of f’OiQs was purchased by lha Maseum, 
NuniimBtic*, with his widow his collection 

of Note-books, Kanuacrjpfs, catalogues, eto., which 
through the medium of Hia Eroellency the Governor and 
by the advice of Hr. Whifcehond and Mr. Allen of the 
British Musenm we have been able to purohase at a 
small price, Rodgers is an outstanding figure in the histo^ 
of numismatics in India and most of his work was done in 
the Punjab. It is verv fitting therefore that we should 
have not only hU fine'coin collection but also his private 
notes and memoranda wliioh I propose to exhibit iii^ a 
separate case in the coin room of the Museum as a memoml 
to his indefatigahla work and research. 

These reliques of Rodgers which we decided to purchase 
for the benefit of the "Museum and as help to his widow, 
who was iu poor circumstances, unfortunately failed to 
help her financially as aho died before the proceeds of the 
sale arrived in England. 

No special additions were made to the coin collection, 
except thW found and procured through the Treasure Trove 
Act and presented by the various local Governments and 
Societies as shown in the following table :—

of the year, must have had it's on the atteni^nc?, apd 

the Museum shows no sighs of losing its ho d on the public. 
The innovation of charging visitors a four anon entrance 
fee rfn the weekly students* day was successfully continued 
throughout the year and brought in more than Ra. 1,500, 

3. The second annual exhibition of the Punjab Fine 
Art Society held in the Museum at the end of February 
was an even greater success than its predecessor. The 
high standard of artistic merit of the inaugural eihibition 
was more than maintained in all olnsBes of the exhibits. 
The number of visitors was large and sales good. The ex¬ 
hibition Committee and all responsible are to be con¬ 
gratulated on the excellence of the arrangements. 

4. Only a small allotment of less than Rs. 3.000 was 
again available for the purchase of Museum exhibits. It 
was quite impossible for Government, faced with a big 
deficit, to provide more, and expansion both of buildipps 


and exJiibits most avrait better times. The moaej was* 
however, well spent and some valuable and intereatiug 
antiquities and paintings, of which photographs are givon in 
the report, were added to fche Mnseum. coUeotion, The 
list of private donations ia disappointingly small, but iucludos 
an interesting collection of small^arm War trophies pre¬ 
sented by Government. The work of cataloguing and 
arranging fche various contents of the llfuseum progre^cd 
satisfactorily, 

6. The usual cold weather programme of lanter*^ 
lectures arranged by the Curator presented an interesting 
variety of subjects, and it is a pity that the attendance was 
not better. Your suggestion to hold the lectures earlier in 
the season is worth consideration. The thanks of Goveru- 
ment are due to the ladies and gontlemen who so kindly 
gave their services. The number of lantern slides prepared 
by the ituseum and distributed on loan for educatioQal 
purposes was particularly large and testifies to the popnlari- 
ty of this useful branch of the Museum's activities. 

0, Government are indinod to fcliink that tho time 
has probably come for the removal of the Inadequate and 
out’of'date collection of agricultural and forest products 
to make room for the bettor display of tlu objects which 
the M^eum is primarily intended to house.

As tlie Museum 
has got limited wall and floor space it 'would be much bettor 
to have only a fow fairly representative and utteful seotions 
rather tlian numerous incomplete and defective ones. 

The Committee proposed by Government—(eidc corre¬ 
spondence ending with letter No. 722-10-9C15, dated 16th No¬ 
vember 1023, from the Junior Secretary to the Financial 
Commissioners, Punjab) does not appear to me to be a very 
practical one. It \fill involve a tremendous vnmeceasary ex¬ 
penditure. The Museum is a provincial institution and as 
far as practicably, outside help for the efficiency of the Mi^eum 
should 1^ limited to the area of the province. Specialists 
like Sir John Marshall and a few others may be consulted 
from time to time as occasion may arise but otherwise an 
oflort should be made to get the help of professors of the 
University, local Colleges and other institutions who may 
be interested in the aSaira o! the Museum. Xhik will resnlfe 
in a working sub-committee winch I hope wnll be able to do 
some useful work. 

The Museum is an extremely interesting institution and 
should always wm the affections of the public. It should be 
<xmstaTitlv improved and made up-to-date as it has an educa¬ 
tional outlook of great value and plays a very important part 
in the disaemiualioii of knowledge and culture.
